The unavoidable single reason for not being able to file a proper reply to a notice 
mailed on 15 January, 2002 (as notified on the notice of abandonment mailed on 
36August, 2002 from the office of examiner Mr. Daniel G. DePumpo) is the non- 
receipt of the notice by the applicant.
